Claim 6, line 4, delete "a mixture of any of the foregoing" and insert --mixtures thereof- 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach and/or suggest a method and improved cracking furnace for steam 
(pyrolytic) cracking of a hydrocarbon feed comprising a hydrocarbon and diluent gas 
wherein the feed is passed through a cracking coil in a firebox wherein the coil 
comprises at least one outlet section and at least one inlet section and wherein the 
outlet section of the coil is more thermally shielded than the inlet section of the coil. The 
thermal shielding as claimed permits heat transfer into the cracking coils at the outlet 
section of the coil is shifted in favor of the heat transfer into the cracking coils at the inlet 
section of the cold during operation of the burners. This reduces thermal creep or 
mechanical stresses and improves cracking capacity. The thermal shielding as claimed 
has not been taught or fairly suggested either singularly or in combination by the prior 
art. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than
